REMARKS 

Claims 1-7, 9-25 and 27-54 are pending in the application after the entry of the 
herein amendment. Claims 8 and 26 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 6, 7, 9, 13, 24, 
27, 30, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, and 40 have been amended in accordance with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.173(b)(2). A statement of the status of all claims and 
support for claim changes in accord with 37 C.F.R. 1 .173(c) is provided in Appendix A. 

The specification amendments serve to replace paragraphs in the specification 
previously corrected by a Certificate of Correction, issued February 4, 2003. A copy of 
the Certificate of Correction is included herewith in Appendix B in accordance with 37 
CFR 1.1 73(a)(1). 

Claim 1 has been amended to remove (Ci-C6)alkyl from the Markush group 
defining X. Claim 1 has also been amended to correct a typographical error, wherein the 
variable "X" was omitted from line 31. Claim 3 has been amended to correct the 
misspelling of the word "benzothiazolyl." Claims 6, 27, 30 and 40 have been amended 
to remove unsubstituted phenyl arid certain substituted phenyl from the Markush group 
defining X. Claim 7 has, been amended to remove unsubstituted phenyl from the 
Markush group defining Z. Claim 9 has been amended to remove hydrogen from the 
Markush group defining substituents Ri and R2. Claim 13 has been amended to remove 
unsubstituted phenyl and phenyl mono-substituted with halogen from the Markush 
group defining Z. Claim 24 has been amended to remove the radical of formula II and 
C1-C6 alkyl from the Markush group defining X.. Claims 34 and 37 have been amended 
to remove dependency to amended claim 1 and to include all the limitations recited in 
patent claim 1 prior to this amendment. Claims 35 and 38 have been amended to 
remove dependency to amended claim 6 and to include all the limitations recited in 
patent claim 6 prior to this amendment. Claims 36 and 39 have been amended to 
remove dependency to amended claim 13 and to include all the limitations recited in 
patent claim 13 prior to this amendment. No new matter has been added.
